GIDDAP— WHOA IN CONGRESS 
Back in 1946 Congress passed a law aimed at stream-, 
lining its operations. A huge cut was made in the number; 
of regular standing committees, and other c hanges fol­ 
lowed. Things were looking up for one of the world si 
most inefficient organizations. 
The promise of better times u a s short-lived. With 
the total of its full committees sharply reduced. Congress 
began slowly to enlarge the num.ber of it5 subcommittees 
to compensate. So today there are 235 regular standing 
and joint cnm.mittees. against 
in 1946. 
The House Agriculture Committee finds it necessary 
to maintain 14 separate s u b -ommittees. one for each m a­ 
jor crop. If this kind of thing keeps up one may discover: 
in 1966 that there is a Subcommittee on Blueberries and a ' 
Subcommittee on Timothy. 
Recently the National Planning Association, aided by 
a Ford Foundation grant, made an exhau.stive comparison 
between Congress and the British parliament. Naturally 
enough. Dr. Cxeorge Galloway, who made the .study, found' 
many important differences, some of them inevitable, 
some to our advantage, some not. 
The study caused the N P A to highlight again what 
students of parliamentary systems regard as the major 
shm icom ings of Congress. 
One, obviously not cured, is the rabbit-like multi­ 
plication of committees. Another is the time-wasting prac­ 
tice of hearing key witnesses on major bills before first a 
House and then a Senat-e committee. Such hearings should 
be joint. 
Another great time-waster is the habit of having end­ 
less House roll calls which consume hours of valuable ef­ 
fort, A push-button voting system would va.<tly shorten 
House balloting. , 
Congress currently operates a kind of grandiose city 
council for the District of Columbia. The job long ago 
should have been delegated to the district itself. And the 
law m akers deal annually w'ith countless so-called private 
bills affecting immigration, naturalization and other m at­ 
ters which ought to have no place in the legislative halls. 
Many of these points have been m ade before, but 
they merit repetition. It’s not a matter of creating a body 
that will satisfy an efficiency expert. It is a matter of 
m olding Congress into an agency which can really keep 
pace with the fast-growing nation for which it makes the 
laws. 
There is no place for a horse-and-buggy Congress 
in the jet age.

Changeover to Helpfulness

W'hen Emmy was coming down with measles, fear rushed her mother 
m and out of her room all day with things like fruit juice, water and 
rubbinc alcohol. 
Then led .'{xots came out on Emmy. They made her look so queer 
that pity drove her mother to lavish new attentions on her Finally, relief 
motivated a last surge of devoted interest in Emmy. 
For her red spots began to fade—and in gratitude, her mother spent 
much time emptying glasses of plain water, reading from "The Wizard 
of O z." cutting out paper dolls and scraping modeling clay from the 
bedclothes 
Emmy had been up and about two days when her mother was badly 
embarra.ssed by her rude behavior. 
The publicity chairman of her club was at the front door, delivering 
some invitation envelopes to be addressed, w’hen Emmy pushed herself 
between her and her mother. Holding up a crayon drawing upon which 
she’d been working, she demanded of her mother, "Didn’t you hear me 
tell you to look at this?’’ 
W’’hen the visitor had gone, there followed one of thase .scenes that 
often mark children’s convalescence from illness and their struggle to 
readjust to reduction of our attention. 
They are especially painful scenes because of the closeness that a 
child’s illness creates between him and us. They do not have to afflict us. 
If we are provident, we can preserve the closeness without encouraging 
the spoiled, 
attention-demanding greediness 
that m.akes everyon so 
unhappy. 
As the convalescent child begins to recover his physical strength, we 
begin to make little demands on it—and speed his recovery of moral 
strength, too. 
During the last days of children’s confim ment to bed. we can find 
many small, Jjut useful chores for them to do. They can shell peas for 
their own lunch and prepare string beans for supper. Instead of reading 
to them, we can suggest that they tidy our sewing ba.sket, rewinding its 
spools and collefting its loo.se buttons. 
This activity of giving breaks the mesmeric influence ol their past 
weaknes." They can get out of bed so sure of their usefulness to us that 
they feel no need at all to pursue us with demands for rea.'^suririg 
att/ention 
It is one kind of love that can minister to a child’s weakness when 
he is weak It is truest love thi.t hastens to replace the convalescent child's 
sense ol helplessness with one of helpfulness.
